New England, New York, New Jersey and Pennsyl- 
vania rallied to Taft with notable majorities; the only eastern state about 
which there seems doubt at the opening of today's tidings was Maryland, 
returns from which at S o'clock this morning had dwindled Taft's plurality, 
as claimed last night from 5,000 to 800. 


West Virginia also was in doubt, with the probabilities favoring Taft. 
If Maryland and West Virginia should both turn out to he Bryan states 


Taft would still have 291 electoral votes. 


On the other hand,' of the states which at the outset of the day. were 


generally placed in the Bryan column, several were still the subject of 
counter claims, meagre dispatches leaving doubt as to Colorado, Montana 
and Nebraska. 


The trend of the news up to 8 o'clock indicated, however, that all of 


these states, especially Nebraska, would go to Bryan. 


Among the significant results were the election to congress of Speaker 


Cannon and Chairman Sereno E. Payne, of the house committee on ways- 
and means: the election of Representatives W.. S. Cowherd, as governor of 
Missouri, which therewith returns to the "solid south," the probable re-elec- 
tion for a third term of Governor John Johnson, democrat, in, Minnesota, 
which state nevertheless returned a decisive plurality for Taft. 


It'became early evident that Thomas L. Hisgen, candidate for the in- 


dependence party, had received comparatively meagre support and that his 
vote would not materially affect the result 
Little was learned as to the 


magnitude of the socialist or prohibition votes.

The state was claimed for Marshall 


by at least 20,000 at the democratic 
state headquarters early this morn- 
ing.

The Victims. 


Tho victims were:

Injured about the bead and body; died 
while on, a stretcher en route to the 
Hospital. 


Mrs. William Ault. wife of the dead 


man, right thigh broken and dnternal 
Injuries about the abdomen and back; 
'will recover. 


Mrs. William Dowden, of 830 St. 


Mary's avenue, fractuie of the right 
thigh bone; fracture of the right col- 
lar bone; fracture of the right Jaw- 
hone; fracture of the skull, back of 
the right ear, and Internal Injuries; 
Is. In a critical condition. 


Mr. Dowden, husband of the injured 


lady, was walking In advance of the 
others and was able to get out of the 
way of the car. 


V/ere Returning From Church. 


Mr. and Mrs. Ault and Mr. and Mrs. 


Dowden had been attending services 
at the Pentecostal church on Falrfield 
avenue and were en route home when 
'the accident occurred. In accordance 
with the practice of the residents of ago. 
that portion of the city, they sought 
to shorten the distance and save time 
In the walk to their homes by cross 
'Ing the river on the 
Nickel Plate 


bridge. A switch engine was at work 
shifting cars In that vicinity at that 


'-ttme ' anu • when the party of 
pedes- 


trians reached the bridge it was mak 
ing what yard men call a "drop 
switch," which is accomplished by 
running ahead with the engine and 


- car rapidly, checking up the engine 


and uncoupling it from the car anc 
then getting out of the way of (.he 
latter by means of a crossover track 
•while the car moves down the tracl 
by the impetus given it beyond the 
crossover switch. After the car hac 


- passed the engrine the latter started 


down the adjacent track at a goor 
rate and when it was alongside of the 
car the pedestrians on the bridge saw 
the headlight of the engine and in 


'their efforts;to get out of its way go 


too near the other track, on whicl 


' the'car was moving. Mr. Ault was 1' 


the' rear and the car struck and thfei 
him against the two -women, all three 


- . falling on the tracks immediately in 


tront of the switch engine. They were 
•rolled over two or three times and 
were so tightly wedged beneath the 
footboard that it was necessary to 


'. back the engine two or three feet to 


• release them. Engineer Sanburn saw 


rhe men and women 
and realizing 


their perilous position was trying to 
stop the engine when the accident oc- 
curred. He succeeded only in stop- 
ping it in time to prevent the wheels 


from 
striking 
and 
mangling the 


bodies. 


Carried to the Hospital. 


The city ambulance was called and 


the surgeons summoned, but before 
either arrived the yard crew placed 
Mr. Anlt and Mrs. Dowden, who ap- 
peared to be the most seriously in- 
jured, on stretchers and carried them 
to St. Joseph hospital and a few min- 
utes later the ambulance conveyed 
Mrs. Ault there. 
Surgical attention 


was given at once. 


Died on the Stretcher. 


Mr. Ault expired just as he was 


being taken Into the hospital. He was 
unconscious when removed from be- 


eath the engine* and did not speak. 


The two women were also unconscious 


•hen taken to the hospital, but they 
evlved and this morning were able 
o recognize and talk with members 
f their families and others who called 
o see them. 


Crew Witnessed the Accident

when he came to this city to reside.

Down town the streets were early 
thronged, and before 4 o'clock a crowit 
was gathered in front of The Sentinel 
building to read its bulletin service 
which was posted promptly, covering 
largely eastern sections of the coun- 
try, where the polls were closed and 
the count well under way before vot 
Ing had ceased In Indiana. 


The Sentinel supplied from 6 o'clock 


until an early hour Wednesday morn- 
ing bulletins by stereopticon flashed 
upon a screen suspended on the op

cans, and it were properly certified to, 
the election commissioners would ac- 
cept it, otherwise the vote of the pre-
